MEDICAL  OFFICER'S  REPORT 


for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1963 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Kirkby-in-Ashfield  Urban  District  Council. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

It  gives  me  pleasure  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  on 
the  health  of  the  District  for  the  year  1963 •  As  usual,  this  has 
been  compiled  in  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the  Minister 
of  Health. 

The  health  of  the  District  continues  to  be  satisfactory, 
generally.  I  have  no  doubt,  however,  that  the  health  and  well¬ 
being  of  the  public  could  be  greatly  improved  by  the  lessening  of 
the  ravages  of  atmospheric  pollution.  The  pollution  caused  by 
the  ever-increasing  road  traffic  exhausts  is  a  big  problem,  which 
eventually  must,  and,  I  feel,  will  (when  conditions  become 
intolerable)  be  tackled  on  a  National  scale.  At  present,  the 
greater  part  of  atmospheric  pollution  is  caused  by  domestic  fires. 
The  "cosy  coal  fire”  attitude  of  people  must  be  replaced  by  an 
awareness  of  the  unhealthy  and  filthy  air  we  breath.  We  are  told 
that  the  public  will  not  tolerate  these  conditions  much  longer,  and 
there  are  signs  of  change.  I  feel,  however,  that  more  education 
along  these  lines  is  required,  and  a  proper  sense  of  values  devel¬ 
oped.  As  reported  by  the  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector, 
conditions  tend  to  improve  on  the  new  housing  estates.  This  is 
encouraging. 

The  population  has  risen  from  21,820  in  the  previous  year  to 
21,980,  and  there  has  been  an  increase  in  the  number  of  inhabited 
houses . 

The  Birth  Rate  remains  approximately  the  same.  I  regret 
that  the  Infant  Mortality  Rate  has  increased  from  27.71  in  19&2 
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to  32.26  in  1963,  and  compares  with  22.0  for  England  and  Wales. 

It  is  with  regret  that  I  report  one  maternal  death  during  the 

year. 

The  increased  Death  Rate  continues  the  trend  of  previous  years. 
The  chief  causes  of  death,  as  in  previous  years,  were  Cardio -vascular 
lesions  or  diseases,  Cancer  and  Bronchitis.  Deaths  from  Pneumonia, 
however,  showed  a  considerable  increase  on  recent  years.  Motor 
vehicles  accidents  caused  four  fatalities,  double  the  figure  of  the 
previous  year. 

There  were  492  cases  of  notifiable  infectious  diseases  in  the 
District  during  1963.  Measles  accounted  for  463  cases  and  Scarlet 
Fever  14.  We  were  reminded  that  Tuberculosis  still  remains  a  prob¬ 
lem,  by  the  total  figure  of  12  cases  notified  as  compared  to  3  cases 
the  previous  year.  I  can  but  repeat  my  advice  of  previous  years, 
and  recommend  vaccination  against  this  disease  for  all  school 
children  over  the  age  of  11  years. 

For  the  14th  successive  year  there  has  not  been  a  case  or  death 
from  Diphtheria.  Again  I  repeat  -  all  responsible  parents  should 
ensure  vaccination  and  immunisation  of  their  children. 

The  demolition  of  unfit  houses  in  the  District  proceeds,  and 
the  erection  of  new  ones  continues  simultaneously . 

I  report  the  resignation  of  one  of  our  Health  Visitors,  Miss 
E.  Tideswell,  after  29  years  loyal  service  in  the  District.  I  am 
sure  that  all  acquainted  with  her  and  her  work  will  wish  her  a  most 
happy  and  long  retirement. 

Again  I  take  this  opportunity  of  expressing  my  thanks  to  the 
staff  of  the  Health  Department  for  their  loyal  help  and  assistance, 
and  especially  to  the  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector  for  his  full 
co-operation.  I  express  my  gratitude  also  to  the  staff  of  the 
various  other  Departments  and  to  the  Council  for  their  help  and 
encouragement  at  all  times .

I  have  the  honour  to  present  this,  my  fourteenth  Annual 
Report,  showing  the  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  district. 

WATER 


The  District  was  supplied  from  the  Council1 s  wells  situated 
near  Noman1 s  Hollow  until  October  1963,  when  the  Central  Notting¬ 
hamshire  Water  Board  came  into  being.  During  the  nine  months 
198,997,000  gallons  were  supplied  from  our  own  pumping  station 
and  19,020,000  gallons  were  purchased  from  Sutton-in-Ashfield 
Urban  District  Council.  Other  sources  of  water  supply  to  houses 
in  the  District  were  as  follows 

1.  The  National  Coal  Board  supplied  about  381  of  their 
own  houses  in  the  immediate  neighbourhood  of  the 
Kirkby  Colliery. 

2.  The  Meden  Valley  Water  Board  supplied  24  cottages  in 
the  Pinxton  side  of  the  District  and  2  Filling 
Stations  and  1  Light  Engineering  Works. 

3.  Nottingham  Corporation  Water  Department  supplied 
42  houses  in  the  Selston  side  of  the  District. 


Repeated  bacteriological  analyses  were  carried  out  on  the 
Council1 s  water  supply  and  the  results  showed  that  the  water  was 
satisfactory  in  its  bacterial  quality.  A  typical  result  is  as

SMOKE  ABATEMENT 

Readings  continued  to  be  taken  from  the  two  daily  volumetric 
instruments  for  measuring  smoke  and  sulphur  dioxide. 

The  emission  of  smoke  from  industrial  sources  continued  to 
decrease,  except  in  the  case  of  the  British  Railways  engine  sheds 
on  Low  Moor  Road.  This  causes  a  localised  nuisance,  which  is 
not  likely  to  be  abated  whilst  steam  locomotives  are  used  in  the 
depot. 

The  emission  at  low  level  of  domestic  smoke  is  still  respon¬ 
sible  for  a  considerable  proportion  of  the  total  amount  of 
atmospheric  pollution  in  the  district,  but  the  conditions  are 
noticeably  better  on  the  new  estates,  as  a  result  of  the  installa¬ 
tion  of  approved  appliances  and  to  the  reduction  in  the  number  of 
appliances  fitted  in  each  house.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

This  report  covers  the  12  months  ending  31st  March,  1964 

A  fourth  S.  &  D.  Fore  and  Aft  refuse  collection  vehicle  was 
purchased,  and  the  number  of  men  with  each  vehicle  was  reduced 
from  6  to  5,  and  a  Foreman  was  appointed  to  be  responsible  for  all 
the  workmen  of  the  department.  This  re-organisation  proved  very 
successful,  and,  except  for  very  short  periods  after  holidays  and 
mechanical  failures  of  vehicles,  a  weekly  collection  was  maintained. 

During  the  year  approximately  9,788  tons  of  refuse  were 
collected  and  tipped.  (This  tonnage  figure  is  estimated  from 
periodic  test  weighings) .
